also pointed out that in England the 
civil service was: practically the main- 
stay of the government. ‘The very 
best class of men were engaged in 


it, 

He thought that one of the chief 
things that should be done was to 
keep politics out of the civil service 
If a-civil servant. dabbled in politics, 
he should lose his’ job. 

The speaker then declared that he 
did not believe in an efficient libra- 
rian spending part of his time in writ- 
ing-campaign_literature. 

He thought, also, that civil servants 
should be protected from the tyranny 
of succeeding governments. 

On suggestion by O'Brien, who de- 
clared Clerk of Legislature Cowell 
was the wisest man in the house, Pre- 
mier Sifton agreed that Mr. Cowell's 
salary should be $1,000 for the session 
instead of $900 as formerly. 


The License Department 


In regard to the license department 
Bennett said there had been many 
complaints against the commissioners 
and the inspectors. He knew of two 
cases in which licenses had been can- 
celled where ordinary intelligence 
would never have granted them. He 
said that the charge had been made 
that hotels were paying for protection, 
and thought that something should be 
done by the attorney-general to stop 
the circulation of these stories. 

He thought the attorney-general at 
the very earliest moment should take 
the opportunity of investigating the 
conditions in respect to the license 
department, and in order that he 
might have a clear and concise state- 
ment before him. 

There should be no politics in the 
license department. One commission- 
er had been heard to say in connection 
with a certain case, that were there 
any doubt, he would give the Grit the 
benefit. 

Mr. Bennett did not think the He- 
ense department should be a source of 
revenue, Rather, he said, that the 
$50,090 collected from fines, should 
be spent in enforcing the law, rather 
than that the law should: be violated 
; The inspectors of the department 
‘should be taught that they’ were not 
in office to promote political influence. 
He favored the district court judges 
as a licensing body. ee 

Attorney-General Mitchell realized 
that the license branch had been a 
source of complaint, but was sorry 
that the member for Calgary did not 
see fit to lay his evidence before the 
house in a formal way — So far as he 
was aware there-had been no serious 
complaints against the officers of the 
department. It was not always pos- 
sible to exercise a direct control over 
officials or employees who sometimes 
were a little careless, but it was his

Discussing the item of-$30,000 for 
the construction of a government 
house in Edmonton, Mr. Michener led 
the way by making his motion to have 
the item struck out, contending that 
there was more need of the money 
for roads and bridges, There were 
many places in the province that were 
almost inaccessible for need of roads. 
He was supported in this by Bennet, 
O’Brien, Puffer. Dr. Rutherford said 
this province was spending more than 
any other, province on roads.  Ben- 
nett said he was opposed to the pro- 
vince sustaining government house at 
any time. Puffer and O’Brien said the 
money should be devoted to roads, and 
O’Brien even made a motion that $10,- 
ooo of the item be voted as a grant 
to the suffering families in the Belle- 
vue mine disaster. This motion was 
declared out of order, as all grants 
must come direct from the govern- 
ment. 

Walker said he thought the appro- 
priation was not out of the way 

The premier explained that the $30,- 
ooo did not cover the entire cost of 
the building, but that a start was to 
be made upon it next year. Not so 
much of the building would be con- 
structed next year as would make it 
impossible for the legislature at next 
session to change the plans if they 
thought pecessary. 

_ Premier Sifton explained that the 
$70,000 charged to capital account on 
surveys was for the surveys and the 
procuring of titles for new roads. 
Contract vs. Day Labor 

R. B. Bennett said he would like to 
see the government try contract work 
instead of day labor on some of the 
government buildings. He intimated 
that the work on the provincial build- 
ings had been very slow under day la- 
bor. Premier Sifton said that ati the 
buildings in the province hal been 


costing 25 per cent. more tian they | 


would have done a few years ago, 

Premier Sifton told Michener that 
the Edmonton court house would cost 
altogether something like $250,000 in- 
cluding site. The item of $t4o,000 in 
the estimates would complete — the 
building.

Answering Robert Patterson, Min- 
ister of Education Mitchell said that 
he would within the next year look 
very thoroughly into the matter of 
consolidated schools.

The premier told Walker that it 
was the intention to carry out the 
establishment of a training school 
for foreiguers, as provided in the es- 
timates, if satisfactory arrangemenis 
leould be made. 

Geo Hoadley considered the grant 
of $1,200 to the Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation was not. sufficient. He 
thought that the amount shoula be 
$1,500. The expenses of the horse 
show were far greater in comparison 
than those of the cattle breeders’ 
show. ; 

Hon Duncan Marshall said he ap- 
preciated the work being done by the 
horse breeders, but said that he had 
increased their grant last year from 
$900 to $1200. He thought this pro- 
vince dealt more gencrously with the 
horse breeders’ than any other prov- 
ince.

Michener brought it to the attention 
of the house that the estimates for ag- 
riculture were only $536,000, compared 
with $2,000,000 for public works. He 
considered that much more money 
should be spent upon agriculture than 
in the other department, in view of 
the present condition of the province.
